spiration was apparent 
and

TToJUically disreputable. Paul Robe- 
son, a Negro spoiled by years of 
flattery and social toleration

white debauchees addicted to the 
"arts" as a 
pretext 
for 
aban- 
doned conduct, was going to bray 
at a communist demonstration of 
both sexes. 


Veterans and 
other irresponsi- 


blcs habitually inclined to take ex- 
tremists 
views 
suddenly de- 
cided to prevent this. Accordingly, 
they paraded and Robeson, noted 
for his coy aloofness from actual 
violence, did not sing. Ructions en- 
sued no worse than routine atroci- 
ties incidental affairs 
of the 


C.I.O. 


At Buffalo, mobs of goons be- 


longing to the United Auto Work- 
ers, crashed into the Bell aircraft 
plant, assaulted citizens working at 
lawful, indeed, patriotic, occupa- 
tions, for they were on war produc- 
tion, broke locks, damaged prop- 
erty and put down the law. Peace 
was restored only by the abdica- 
tion of government to the usual 
felonious violence of the goons. 


In the midst of this anarchy, the 


sheriff cried for help and was cor- 
rectly admonished by 
Dewey 
to 


quit whining, deputize as 
many 


citizens as he had need to, and do 
his duty. Mr. Dewey specified the 
section which 
gave 
the 
sheriff 
plenty of power to deputize and to 
make the deputies fight or be pun- 
ished for failure. The authority, in- 
deed, the duty of a sheriff so to 
do, and the right of deputies and 
individual citizens, to shoot to kill 
when they find themselves threat- 
ened by union goons or other mur- 
derous crminals on lynching bent, 
has been forgotten 
but 
not im- 
paired. The Buffalo sheriff should 
have selected a hundred or a thou- 
sand citizens, with a preference 
for combat veterans, and should 
have marched on the property and 
thrown the revolutionaries put. He 
had legal authority to 
kill. 
He 


should have rounded up all the 
criminals whom he could catch in 
the act, thrown 
them in some 


stockade and presented them to 
the prosecutor under charges. 


Had he done this, particularly if 


he had, in 
the 
public 
interest, 


killed, say, 20 members of Philip 
Murray's own Ku Klux, he cer- 
tainly would have been criticized 
severely. 
To 
face 
reality, 
he 
would have been indicted but ac- 
quitted. Governor Dewey, who had 
reminded him of his sworn duty 
to maintain peace even at the cost 
of the lives of enemies of the gov 
ernment, undoubtedly would have 
led the pietistical chorus of hor- 
ror. The explanation is that union 
criminals enjoy 
a special privi- 


lege, though not a right to tram- 
ple the rights of good men and to 
violate laws which their victims 
willingly obey. 


The Buffalo insurrection, bur- 
glary, assaults and vandalism were 
organized and directed by a reach- 
able organization 
which Governor 


Dewey and most other American 
politicians fear 
and 
coddle. 
Its 


criminal record 
is 
worse 
than 


those of the Kians, Black Legion 
and Silver Shirts combined. As in 
Peekskill, communists were at the 
bottom of the trouble, but even 
communists enjoy criminal privi- 
lege if they operate under union 
license. The 
Peekskill 
criminals 


were politically without the law be- 
cause they acknovylcdged commun- 
ist auspices, which are, at this 
writing, unclean. 


There was no legitimate reason 


for the governor to call for spe- 
cial action 
in Peekskill after he 
got the sheriff to pull himself toge 
iher and do his stuff. The illegiti- 
mate, political reason he did it was 
not that the Robeson riot was 
bad riot. The Buffalo job was re- 
spectable crime. He knew
